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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Minister  of  Health,  by  memorandum,  has  deemed  it 
necessary  that  the  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  1925 
should  be  a survey  report. 

This  means  that  detail  has  to  be  given  and  a review  of  the 
salient  changes  noted  during  the  last  semi-decade. 

Your  Urban  District  has  an  area  of  5,152  acres,  and  a popula- 
tion of  16,000  minimum. 

It  lies  on  each  side  of  one  of  many  rivers  which  run  from 
north  to  smith,  from  the  northern  outcrop  of  the  bituminous 
basins  to  the  Severn  or  Bristol  Channel  on  the  south. 

This  river  is  the  Sirhowy,  and  that  also  is  the  name  of  the 
main  valley. 

A cross  arm  runs  near  the  north  end  of  the  Urban  District — 
along  the  line  of  the  east  to  west  main  trunk  road — the  road 
from  Pontypool  through  Crumlin  to  Fleur-de-lys.  This  cross 
piece  runs  east  to  west. 

The  industries  are  bituminous  and  steam  coal  mining  in  the 
valleys,  with  vertical  shafts.  The  former  coal  is  found  in  hori- 
zontal shafts  high  up  the  mountain  sides. 

The  plateau  is  dotted  with  50  acre  farms— many  with  a 
sheep  run  allotted — grazing,  dairying  and  sheep  rearing  being 
the  industry  next  in  importance  to  that  of  coal  getting. 

This  flat  upland  is  sparsely  wooded,  as  our  ancestors  had  to 
clear  the  forest  land  to  obtain  and  extend  their  grazing  area. 
The  sides  of  the  valleys  and  their  river  courses  are  surprisingly 
well  wooded,  and  the  individual  trees  very  often  of  outstanding 
size  and  beauty. 

These  valleys  were  impenetrable  virgin  forests  long  after  the 
1000-foot  uplands  were  cleared  and  thriving  communities. 

Then  came  the  vertical  coal  pits  after  an  era  of  horizontal 
1 vela.  In  proof  of  all  this,  note  the  network  of  old  10-15  foot

Parish  roads,  old  farm  buildings,  every  old  church  and  its  adjunct, 
the  inn.  Further,  you  have  plentiful  remains  on  the  highlands 
of  tumuli,  beacons,  Roman  remains,  graves,  etc. 

The  bearing  of  all  this  on  the  health  of  the  district  may 
appear  remote  at  first  sight.  But  if  we  reflect  on  the  fine  timber- 
ing, it  shows  that  the  soil  of  gravel,  sand  (red  sand  stone  for  exam 
pie),  pennant  stone,  is  good,  fertile,  and  drains  well.  Too  often 
all  this  healthy  advantage  is  countered  by  the  old  farm  dwellings. 
Examples  of  most  of  the  known  possible  mistakes  and  wrongs  in 
building  homes  are  only  too  plentiful. 

I may  say  at  once  that  even  in  my  time  real  improvements 
have  taken  place,  and  I hope  will  take  place  in  the  early  future. 
The  War  and  the  intractable  unrest  of  the  last  few  years  hindered 
progress  here. 

And  while  on  this  subject,  I would  strongly  beg  of  those  in 
authority  to  teach  children,  from  the  day  they  are  taught  the 
A.B.C.  onwards,  to  refrain  from  cutting  trees  ruthlessly. 

Concurrently  they  should  be  taught  that  flowers  are  alive, 
and  are  male  and  female  like  animals,  and  that  to  gather  big 
bunches  only  means  valleys  with  coal  tips,  for  the  young  flowers 
(seeds)  are  killed  off. 

It  is  absolutely  certain  that  beautiful  surroundings  improve 
the  health  in  mind  and  body.  Trees,  for  example,  split  up  the 
poison  carbonic  acid  gas  in  the  air  into  carbon  and  oxygen,  pure 
and  fresh,  which  improves  immensely  the  air  we  breathe. 

Just  one  further  word  about  the  highland  farmers  and  small- 
holders. It  would  be  a great  boon  if  the  water  from  Grwyne 
Fawr  to  the  reservoir  near  Mynyddislwyn  Church,  for  example, 
could  be  put  on  to  every  suitable  house  and  farmstead.  The 
main  pipe  passes  over  the  highest  point  near  Church  Farm.  A 
branch  main  from  there,  with  subsidiaries  to  anywhere  reasonable 
and  possible,  is  a matter  to  be  kept  in  view.  Such  an  arrangement 
would  make  available  the  finest  building  site  in  Ynysddu  and 
Cwmfelinfach,  viz.,  on  the  site  of  the  old  church,  above  Pembro’s 
Quarry. 

The  water  supply  is  now  very  satisfactory.  The  dealings  of 
your  U.D.C.  with  the  Abertillery  Water  Board  have  resulted  in 
much  good. 

The  removal  of  refuse  has  greatly  improved  since  the  intro- 
duction of  motor  power.  May  I suggest  that  the  workmen  leave 
a printed  leaflet  at  houses  where  refuse  is  not  placed  in  bins,  and 
in  good  time.  The  empty  salmon  tins  from  one  or  two  houses 
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spoil  the  appearance  of  a whole  street.  And  may  I further 
suggest  that  when  the  present  vans  are  sold  or  scrapped,  any 
new  ones  should  be  covered  hermetically. 

The  removal  of  refuse  leads  on  to  catching  or  infectious 
disease.  Except  for  two  or  three  cases  from  one  house  in  Oakdale 
Model  Village  (and  in  the  centre  of  that)  there  have  been  no 
cases  of  Typhoid. 

Enteric  of  typhoid  fever  is  just  like  a thermometer.  It  is 
an  instrument  indicating  the  amount  of  filth  in  water,  etc.  It 
shows  us  that  the  area  has  pure  water,  and  pure  milk,  no  stench 
from  refuse,  etc.  No  typhoid  means  a clean  bill  of  health,  except 
for  children’s  ailments  like  mumps,  chicken-pox,  etc. 

The  ratepayers,  that  is  your  constituents  in  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict of  Mynyddislwyn,  owe  you  an  incalculable  debt,  even  if  it 
were  only  for  this  one  fact  alone,  viz.,  the  purity  of  water  and  the 
consequent  complete  absence  of  typhoid  year  after  year.  If  you 
attempt  to  guage  the  debt  it  is  not  counted  in  money,  though 
each  case  in  hospital  costs  a good  part  of  £100.  It  is  only  to  be 
estimated  in  absence  of  cruel  and  unnecessary  misery.  A new 
Fever  Hospital  at  Aberbargoed  gives  you  a close-to-home  clearing 
house  for  the  future. 

Tuberculosis  or  consumption  is  perhaps  more  common  than 
it  had  kept  at  the  pre-war  (declining  or  lessening)  rate.  It  cer- 
tainly is  so  in  my  practice,  where  it  crops  up  not  only  as  fresh 
cases,  but  as  the  waking  up  of  old  cases.  The  work  of  the  King 
Edward  VII  Memorial  doctors  and  institutions  is  extraordinarily 
fine.  While  one  would  not  say  a case  is  or  was  cured,  one  would 
say  that  their  preventitive  work,  by  educating  the  people,  is  in- 
valuable. They  are  taught  what  food,  type  of  clothing,  amount 
of  fresh  air,  etc.,  can  do,  and  above  all  they  are  shown  how  not 
to  infect  others. 

I may  add  that  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  only  last 
year  (Public  Health  Act,  1925)  and  under  Section  62  thereof,  any 
person  suffering  from  consumption,  ie,  Tubercle  of  Lung  or  Lungs, 
may  be  detained  if  you  as  U.  D.  Authority  apply  for  an  order  to 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction.  Owing  to  the  tactful  ways  of 
Dr.  J.  L.  Thomas  and  his  staff,  who  for  years  has  been  head  of  the 
King  Edward  Memorial  of  Wales,  I have  never  had  the  slightest 
trouble  in  this  respect,  and  feel  quite  sure  you  will  not  have  to  use 
this  new,  and  to  my  mind  very  far-reaching  and  powerful  in- 
strument. To  my  mind  it  should  be  applied  only  as  a last  resort, 
and  I would  personally  always  like  to  see  any  application  of  mine 
countersigned  by  an  independent  physician. 
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To  conclude  this  report  for  1925,  I would  stress  the  matter 
of  removal  of  household  refuse.  It  is  so  important  from  a health 
point  of  view,  and  it  is  such  a loss  that  just  a few  folk  will  not  fall 
in  with  the  willing  majority  of  neighbours  without  police  court 
hints  and  help.  Refuse  on  the  back  lanes  and  in  streams  is  a public 
danger.  Light  paper  and  vegetables  should  be  put  on  the  fire 
instead  of  being  blown  off  bins  like  leaves  in  autumn  on  otherwise 
clean  streets  and  tidy  neighbours’  curtilages. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Jenkin  Evans  for  improvements 
obtained  hitherto.  It  is  in  keeping  with  all  his  work,  and  we 
hope  your  full  consent  and  help  will  be  found  in  any  case  he  may 
have  to  deal  with  for  persistent  tipping  of  refuse  on  accomodation 
lanes,  etc.

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All  the  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  are  visited  and 
instructions  as  to  treatment  given,  also  a supply  of  Disinfectants 
given,  and  the  premises  being  disinfected  at  the  termination  of  the 
case.  Where  it  is  found  that  the  house  is  unsuitable  for  isolation, 
the  patient  is  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  table,  5 Cases  of  Enteric  Fever  " ere  notified.  All  these 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  2 proved  fatal. 

All  precautions  were  taken  to  avoid  the  spread  of  this  disease  in 
your  area,  and  we  were  fortunate  in  confining  the  disease  to  the 
one  house.  All  the  infected  bedding  was  taken  away  and  burnt, 
these  being  replaced  by  new  bedding  which  was  paid  for  by  the 
Council. 

All  the  Schools  are  disinfected  when  necessary  by  the  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  remove  a case  of  Infectious  Disease 
to  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  the  patient  is  sent  to  the 
Newport  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  at  Allt-yr-yn,  Newport. 

The  Council  have  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  Cor- 
poration to  accept  Infectious  cases  for  treatment.  The  Council 
pay  the  sum  of  £3/3/0  per  week  for  each  case. 

The  cases  are  removed  from  the  house  to  the  Hospital  in 
the  Newport  Corporation  Ambulance  for  which  a price  according 
to  the  mileage  is  charged. 

The  total  cost  for  the  Isolation  of  cases  for  the  year  1925 
amounted  to  £104/7/1,  ; the  number  of  cases  admitted  to  Hospital 
were  7,  being  5 Cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  2 Cases  of  Diphtheria. 
Of  the  5 cases  of  Enteric  Fever  admitted,  2 cases  proved  fatal. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  all  patients  who  have  received  treatment 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  speak  highly  of  the  care,  comfort,  and 
treatment  at  this  institution,  also  the  kindness  of  the  staff. 

Cinemas. 

There  is  still  only  one  Cinema  in  your  area  at  present,  this 
being  at  the  Workmens  Hall,  Cwmfelinfach.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  are  good  and  modern,  the  building  generally  being 
most  suitable.  All  safety  precautions  necessary  being  provided, 
also  sufficient  Lavatory  accomodation  for  both  sexes.

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The  position  with  regard  to  the  various  Housing  Acts  and  the 
building  under  same  in  your  area  is  as  follows  : — 

(1) .  Under  the  Housing  Act,  1919. 

The  Council  have  erected  130  houses.  These  houses  are  on 
the  Bryn  Site,  Pontllanfraith,  and  one  of  two  types,  84  being  of  the 
non-parlour  type  and  46  of  the  Parlour  type.  All  the  houses  have 
3 bedrooms,  also  a Bath  fitted  with  Hot  and  Cold  Water. 

(2) .  Under  the  Housing  Act,  1923. 

The  Council  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  their  proposal  for  the  erection  of  100  houses  under  this 
Act,  and  the  payment  to  private  builders  of  a Lump  Sum  grant  of 
£100,  also  where  desirable  advances  on  Loan  up  to  90  per  cent  of 
the  value  of  the  house. 

Under  this  Act  to  date,  51  houses  or  bungalows  have  been 
approved  for  erection,  40  of  which  have  been  completed,  and  the 
remainder  in  course  of  erection. 

(3) .  Under  the  Housing  Act,  1924. 

The  Council  have  acquired  land  for  the  erection  of  30  houses 
under  this  Act  at  Brynawel.  The  Contract  for  the  erection  of 
these  houses  has  been  entered  into  and  the  work  will  be  commenced 
immediately.

Slaughterhouses. 


There  are  in  your  area  five  private  slaughterhouses  all  of 
which  are  registered.  One  in  Fleur-de-lis,  one  in  Penmaen,  one  in 
Pontllanfraith  and  two  in  the  Ynysddu  ward  area. 


With  the  exception  of  the  one  at  Fleur-de-lis  (Buttry  Hatch) 
all  are  small.  The  slaughter  house  at  the  Buttry  Hatch  Fleur-de- 
lis  is  quite  modern,  and  is  fitted  with  all  the  latest  appliances 
such  as  overhead  rails,  lairages,  separate  cooling  rooms,  electric 
light  and  fans,  and  steam  for  heating  and  scalding.

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

The  work  of  Meat  and  Food  Inspection  in  your  area  is  steadliy 
increasing.  As  you  have  five  registered  slaughterhouses  in  your 
district  and  numerous  Meat  and  Provision  Shops  a large  .amount  of 
time  is' necessary  to  devote  to  this  unit.  No  Police  C>  >urt  proceed- 
ing was  taken  during  the  year.

Three  complete  carcases  of  beef  were  destroyed  together  with 
all  the  Offal  due  to  Generalized  Tuberculosis  ; one  complete  car- 
case of  Beef  and  Offal  was  destroyed  due  to  Dropsy  ; 6 carcases  of 
Mutton  destroyed  due  to  Emaciation,  and  one  carcase  of  pork  des- 
troyed due  to  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  five  years  1921-1925  the  total  weight  of  unsound 
meat  destroyed  was  6 tons  4£  cwt. 

Although  the  amount  of  unsound  meat  destroyed  during  the 
year  is  again  high,  the  quality  of  the  meat  slaughtered  in  your 
area  is  good.  The  Frozen  and  Chilled  Meat  imported  into  your 
area  is  also  better  than  that  of  previous  years. 

The  following  goods  were  also  destroyed  : 

170  tins  of  various  tinned  goods,  which  weighed  245  lbs. 

These  goods  were  destroyed  on  the  Council’s  ashtip. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924  came  into  force 
throughout  England  and  Wales  in  the  1st  April  1925. 
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The  Regulations  have  been  based  on  the  findings  of  a Depart- 
mental Committee  set  up  to  go  into  the  question  of  Meat  Inspec- 
tion, etc.  The  Regulations  are  designed  with  the  object  of  se- 
curing more  adequate  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered,  improve- 
ments in  transport,  distribution,  and  the  handling  of  meat  generally 

Under  Part  3 of  the  Regulations,  the  Minister  of  Health  has 
power  to  authorise  a Local  Authority  to  adopt  a mark  for  placing 
on  carcases  found  to  be  free  from  disease.  The  Minister  has 
approved  the  mark  adopted  by  you  as  a Council,  but  up  to  the 
present  the  system  of  marking  has  not  been  put  into  operation.

As  the 

quantity  of  animals  slaughtered  in 

your  area  for 

human  consumption  is  so  great,  and  the  5 private  slaughterhouses 
so  scattered,  I again  bring  to  your  notice  the  desirability  of  the 
Council  providing  a Public  Slaughterhouse,  where  all  the  animals 
slaughtered  could  be  adequately  and  properly  inspected,  and 
proper  precautions  taken  as  to  general  handling  and  cleanliness. 

Under  the  Mynyddislwyn  Urban  District  Act  of  1923,  section 
79,  the  Council  have  the  power  to  erect  a slaughterhouse  or  acquire 
one  already  existing  in  the  area.  I am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that 
the  provision  of  a slaughterhouse  by  the  Council  would  result  in 
improvement  in  inspection  and  a great  boon  to  the  small  trader. 
It  would  also,  I am  sure,  be  a source  of  revenue  to  the  Council. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  IVSilkshops.

The  taking  of  samples  of  Milk  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  is  done  by  the  County  Council. 

Since  last  year  improvements  have  been  effected  in  many 
of  the  Cowsheds  in  the  area.  Better  storage  has  also  been  pro- 
vided in  some  of  the  Dairies. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

With  the  exception  of  some  outlying  farms  and  cottages 
on  the  mountain  side,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  scavenged. 

The  scaverging  work  in  the  Penmaen,  Pontllanfraith  and 
Fleur-de-lis  wards  is  carried  out  by  contract,  tenders  for  which 
are  obtained  on  the  31st  of  March  in  each  year. 

The  Ynysddu  Ward  which  is  the  largest  and  most  populous 
ward  is  scavenged  direct  by  the  Council’s  employees.  For  this 
work  a One  Ton  Ford  Lorry  is  used,  also  a horse  and  cart  is  used 
part  of  the  time.  The  New  Wylie  Village  has  now  been  added  to 
this  ward  for  scavenging  purposes. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  suitable  tipping  land 
located  in  each  ward.  A new  tip  has  been  acquired  at  Oakdale 
where  it  is  necessary  to  culvert  a stream.  The  tip  at  Ynysddu 
is  owned  by  the  Council,  the  land  having  been  acquired  some  years 
ago. 

In  the  Fleur-de-lis  Ward  there  are  still  a large  number  of 
Pail  Closets  in  use.  These  are  emptied  twice  in  each  week,  a 
special  sanitary  tank  being  provided  to  the  contractor  by  the 
Council.  As  the  subsidiary  sewer  will  soon  be  completed  in  this 
ward,  a large  number  of  the  pail  closets  will  be  converted  into 
water  closets  during  the  coming  year. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  cottages  and  the  outlying 
farms,  the  whole  of  the  Sirhowy  Valley  portion  of  your  area  is 
drained,  the  drains  being  connected  to  the  Council’s  Subsidiary 
Sewers  which  discharge  into  the  Western  Valley  Main  Trunk  Sewer. 

In  the  Rhymney  Valley  the  Council  are  now  proceeding  with 
the  second  subsidiary  sewer  scheme,  this  portion  being  let  by 
contract  at  a figure  of  £4,420.  When  this  scheme  is  completed, 
the  Fleur-de-lis  Ward  will  be  adequately  served,  and  in  this  ward 
it  will  now  be  possible  to  have  most  of  the  present  pail  closets 
converted  into  water  closets,  and  the  drains  connected  to  the 
Council’s  sewers. 

All  the  sewers  and  drains  laid  in  your  area  are  examined  and 
tested  during  construction,  and  in  most  instances  where  possible 
tested  by  the  smoke  pressure  testing  machine. 

Your  district  has  separate  sewers  and  surface  water  drains 
to  take  away  foul  matters  and  surface  water. 
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Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

Under  this  Act  the  Council  are  responsible  for  their  own 
property  such  as  scavenging  tips  and  river  banks  adjoining  tips,  etc. 

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council,  being  the  local  authority 
under  this  Act,  have  appointed  Mr.  W.  H.  Dalton  as  their  Rat 
Destruction  Supervisor. 

The  Council  have  paid  £20  to  the  County  Council  to  undertake 
the  work  in  this  area.  I have  worked  in  co-operation  with  Mr. 
Dalton,  who  has  regularly  visited  and  baited  the  tips  in  the  area. 

Any  complaints  I have  received  from  private  shopkeepers 
and  householders  I have  transferred  to  Mr.  Dalton  who  has  im- 
mediately dealt  with  each  instance. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  to  your  area  is  good  as  all  reports  show. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  was  2,  both  of 
which  were  extremely  satisfactory  according  to  the  County 
Analyst’s  reports.
